The  Salubrity:  particularly  as  an  Antiscorbutic:  of 
Cabbage  prepared  in  the  German-way  and  called  Sour 
Kroutt:  wherewith  His  Majesty's  Fleet  is  now  supply'd 
or  to  be  supplied,  at  the  Established  rate  of  two  Pounds 
a  Week  for  each  Man,  having  been  strikingly  manifested 
at  Sea  on  many  occasions.  The  Admiral  directs  the  Cap- 
tains of  His  Majesty's  Ships  under  his  Command:  to 
cause  their  Pursers  of  Issue  thereof,  on  Pease  Days  as 
following  Viz* 

For  every  Gallon  of  Pease,  and  to  be  therewith  Boil'd : 
from  one  Pound  &  a  Half  to  two  Pounds,  and  a  Quarter 
of  such  Sour  Cabbage,  beginning  with  the  lesser  Quan- 
tity, and  gradually  encreasing  it,  as  the  Men  shall  find 
palatable.  And  the  respective  Cooks  are  to  be  directed, 
not  to  Wash  the  same,  nor  put  it  into  the  Coppers  until 
the  Pease  shall  be  sufficiently  broken,  after  which,  about 
One  Hours  boiling  will  be  sufficient.  The  Admiral  further 
directs  that  on  Beef  days,  there  be  issued  raw  of  this 
wholesome  Aliment  half  a  Pound  for  each  Man,  and  a 
Quarter  of  a  Pound  thereof,  on  Pork  days,  either  to  be 
dressed,  or  eaten  as  Sallad:  at  pleasure.  He  also  directs 
the  taking  due  Care:  that  the  allowed  Vinegar  be  regu- 
larly served,  and  the  Use  thereof  particularly  on  Meat 
Days :  strongly  recommended.  When  at  any  time  the  Sour 
Kroutt  begins  to  run  short,  the  Pease  &  Beef  days,  are 
to  have  the  preference  with  respect  thereto  when  shorter 
still:  the  Pease  days. 

And  whereas  the  very  great  Antiscorbutic  Quality  of 
Molasses,  has  been  upon  many  occasions,  happily  experi- 
enced, in  the  Navy,  insomuch  that  His  Majesty's  Ships 
are  now  regularly  therewith  Supplied,  in  lieu  of  a  Part 
of  their  heretofore  allowed  Oatmeal  (Eleven  Pounds  of 
Molasses  being  reckoned  equal  to  two  Gallons  of  such 
Oatmeal)  the  Admiral  moreover  directs  the  respective 
Captains  to  take  Care,  that  there  be  therewith  Boil'd  on 
Monday's  Wednesday's  and  Friday's  One  Pound  of  Mo- 
lasses for  each  Gallon  thereof,  and  that  the  Cooks  of  the 
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Ships  be  directed  to  mix  such  Molasses  accordingly  by- 
putting  the  same  into  the  Tub  immediately  after  the 
Bargo  is  drawn  off  &  stirring  the  whole  well  round  untill 
sufficiently  intermixed.  And  to  the  end,  that  the  efficacy 
of  this  powerful  antiscorbutic  may  be  yet  further  ex- 
tended, The  Admiral  hereby  directs  and  Authorizes  the 
Captains  of  His  Majesty's  Ships  respectively,  to  cause 
their  Pursers  to  Issue  with  every  three  Pounds  of  Flour:

The  Admiral 
further  Orders  that  for  every  Eleven  Pounds  of  Mo- 
lasses, issued  as  above  directed  to  better  the  Puddings, 
there  be  with  held  Two  Gallons  of  Oatmeal,  from  the 
Quantity  Allowed  by  establishment,  to  be  Boil'd  on 
Wednesday's  &  Friday's.

Viz*  for  every  Two  Landers,  One  Pair  of  Pistols,  and  One 
Pole  Axe,  to  the  end  that  the  most  active  half  thereof 
(sustained  by  the  Musquets  and  Bayonets  of  the  other) 
may  be  suitably  Armed  for  the  purpose  of  Scaling  Walls 
or  Heighths  by  the  means  of  Ladders  or  otherwise. 

For  every  Marine  so  Landing  (besides  what  his  Car- 
touch  Box  contains)  Twenty  six  full  Musquet  Cartridges 
are  to  be  landed  and  for  each  Lander  (besides  what  his 
Cartouch  Box  contains)  Eighteen  full  Musquet  Cart- 
ridges are  to  be  landed.

Simon  Acklin  Quarter  Master  of  the  Hercules  was 
seen  last  night  by  John  Low,  between  the  Hours  of 
nine  and  ten,  when  Acklin  came  to  his  House,  and  asked 
him  to  sell  Liquor,  on  saying  he  had  not  any  Liquor  he 
told  Low  that  he  was  a  Liar,  and  if  he  did  not,  he  the 
said  Acklin  wou'd  pull  his  House  down  on  him,  or  set 
it  in  flames;  and  soon  after  John  Low  saw  Acklin  set 
fire  to  his  house.  After  the  House  was  on  fire  Acklin 
asked  Low,  if  he  shou'd  help  him  out  with  his  Trunks. 
Mr  Wm  Griffin  Midshipman  has  charge  of  him  and  car- 
ry'd  him  on  board. 

Sam^  Tinsley,  Marine,  belonging  to  the  Hercules — a 
French  Woman  called  Madam  Harrey  says  that  Tinsley 
came  with  another  Man  to  the  House  of  John  Low, 
wanted  Liquor,  on  being  refused  they  threatened  and 
said  he  shou'd  rue  it,  that  they  wou'd  pull  his  house  down 
or  fire  it,  this  passed  between  9  and  10  last  night,  this 
Marine  is  in  charge  of  Mr  Griffin  and  carried  on  board. 

John  Briton  a  Marine  belonging  to  the  Hercules  and 
this  Morn^  carried  on  board,  was  very  drunk  between  9 
and  10  last  night  and  took  a  Hat  and  Handkerchief 
from  a  Man  that  was  soon  after  burnt.  Lieut.  Secomb 
of  the  Russel  was  present  and  did  all  he  cou'd  to  save 
the  lives  of  2  Men  that  were  in  the  Flames,  one  of  which 
was  got  out  and  sent  to  the  Nonsuch,  the  other  was 
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burnt.  16  Houses  burnt  down,  in  one  house  were  3  Sea- 
men and  Marines.

I  beg  leave  to  acquaint  you,  that  agreeable  to  Orders 
from  Admiral  Sir  Peter  Parker,  I  sailed  from  Jamaica 

^Wilham  Brooks 
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in  His  Maj^  Armed  Schooner  Jackall  on  the  11th  March 
with  dispatches  for  Sir  Samuel  Hood,  or  the  Command- 
ing Ofl&cer  of  His  Majestys  Fleet  at  the  Windward 
Islands  also  dispatches  from  Lieut:  Governor  Campbell, 
to  the  Command^  Officer  of  the  Troops  at  those  Islands. 
On  the  25th  March  after  parting  company  with  the 
Proserpine  Capf"  Taylor,  with  whom  I  sailed  through 
the  Caicos  passage,  we  found  our  foremast  and  main 
mast  very  dangerously  sprung,  the  former  about  three 
feet  above  the  Deck  the  Latter  in  two  places,  One  about 
5  &  the  other  12  feet  above  the  Deck.  The  Exigence 
of  the  service  I  was  sent  on  not  admitt^  of  my  return- 
ing, I  had  the  Mast  fished  and  secured  in  the  best  man- 
ner I  could ;  but  found  them  insufficient  to  bear  topmasts 
the  weather  favour  [ed]  our  situation  very  much  during 
the  rest  of  our  passage.  At  2  P.  M.  on  the  11th  of  April 
being  in  the  Latitude  of  Barbadoes  saw  a  Sail  in  the  N  E 
Quarter,  which  I  judged  to  be  a  large  ship,  who  imme- 
diately gave  chase  to  us,  made  all  the  sail  we  could 
from  her,  and  Steered  S  S  W  with  the  wind  at  E  b  S  at 
half  past  7  after  her  firing  some  bow  chases  under  Eng- 
lish Colours,  we  hoisted  our  Ensign,  when  from  a  vast 
superiority  of  her  going,  she  soon  came  up  with  us  and 
hoisted  American  Colours;  and  after  destroy^  all  the 
Publick  as  well  as  private  papers,  that  could  have  given 
the  Enemy  any  information,  I  was  under  the  necessity  of 
Striking  to  so  superior  a  force;  she  proved  to  be  the 
Deane  Rebel  Frigate  of  30  Guns.  The  2d  of  May  we  fell 
in  with  an  English  Cartel,  twenty  five  Leagues  to  the 
Westward  of  Barmuda,  was  sent  in  her  with  my  Officers 
and  thirty  Men,  to  proceed  to  that  Island;  where  we 
arrived  on  the  3d  from  whence  I  have  taken  the  earliest 
opportunity  of  joining  the  Fleet.
